WHEAT'3 PROMISE. 


;, tlio Crop 


Morn Th»u Well. 


OHICAOO, March 15.— The following 


reports on Uie condition of winter wheat 
and rye in the middle nud eusteru states 
will appeur iu Uus week's Farmers' Be 
view: 
' Illinois wheat has came through the 
winter in eirallent condition, the recent 
heavy blanket of snow having proved » 
perfect proteotioii against adverse at- 
mospheric conditions. Very little freez- 
ing is reported. Rye bus been quite ex- 
tensively sown, and is doing finely. 
Indiana conditions generally the snike 
as in H!iuois, Little injury is reported 
from freezing. Rye is in, average con- 
dition. 
In Ohio tho crop is everywhere fair to 


good, though reported uneven in some 
counties. Rye is doing well, and has 
been quite extensively sown. 


Michigan reports conditions good, ao 


for as known, bnt snow still covers most 
of the crop. The greatest danger at 
present comes from ice blankets formed 
by melting drifts. Rye is good. 


In Kentucky conditions are very fa- 


vorable, most correspondents reporting 
a high condition. -The snow of the 
past two mouths has proved of im- 
mense advantage. Rye is generally do- 
ing well. 
In Missouri a good many counties re- 


port the- crop oily fair or poor. Too 
dry weather last fall was ono of the 
principal causes. The snow h;i3 done 
much to improve it. Average fair. Rye, 
where planted, is generally good. 
Kansas reports greatly vary in condi- 


tions. Some localities report outlook as 
unusually good; while others report the 
crop as badly blown out on sandy land 
or rnnch damaged, but late sown is bet- 
ter. 
Where rain bos fallen recently 


there is a marked improvement. Rye 
is generally good. 
Nebraska reports are quite good, al- 
though in some sandy localities the crop 
has been hurt by high winds blowing it 
out. Too dry is reported in some cases, 
but a grout many counties have excel- 
lent prospects for a crop. Rye is, on on 
average, better than wheat. 


As usual, a great many counties in 
Iowa have sown no winter wheat. In 
the other counties there appears n great 
variety of conditions. 
Wheat good; 
jnour correspondents report the crop iu 
rair shape, some ^ayiug that in their 
counties the outlook is bad. One says: 
Half crop; too dry. Rye is fair. 
Wisconsin prospects are not good at 


present. It does not appear possible i'or 
the crop to escape without a serious dis- 
aster, except in localities where snow 
has remained on the fields till very re- 
cently. Rye is likely to feel tbe adverse 
conditions less. 
— . 


In Minnesota and the Dafotas little 


has been growii any year, and the eou- 
ditions will not greatly affect the crop 
of the country. 


Tbe states that grow the largest 
amount of winter wheat report the con- 
ditions good, oiid the adverse conditions 
ore quite generally .reported from states 
that grow comparatively small quanti- 
ties. From this it will be seen that tlie 
general average of these 12 states is 
good, and that a large winter wheat 
crop may be looked for.

The schooner was in a helpless condition 
oft the banks of Newfoundland when 
the Amsterdam granted- her and a boat 
was lowered from the steamer and sent 
to the rescue. Chief Offloor J. Meyer 
and a crew of six were in the boat 
which was capsized while the attempted 
rescue was beicg made. 
All were 
drowned excepting Seaman A. Vander- 
wilt. The crew of the-schooner was 
rescued the following day and takon to 
England by some Sailing ship. The 
drowned seamen were all married men, 
whose families received $7,r>00 from the 
United States government. 
The presentation took place at 11 a. 
in. on board the Amsterdam in the pres- 
ence of a number of officials of the 
Dutch company. It was made by T. 
Wilniiiik, a temporary representative of 
the company here.

Marble chimney pieces are liable 


to become discolored. 
A plaster 


made of equal parts of the strongest 
soapsuds and quicklime in the con- 
sistency of paste and spread over the 
discolored parts will often drive them 
out. The stuff must be left on for 
twenty-four hours and then washed 
off with soap and water. Ordinary 
staina on marble can be subjected to 
an application of finely powdered 
pumlcestone 
and powdered chalk 


Finely sift these pourderu and add 
water until It becomes a paste, and 
rub It well all over the marble. 
After It has been left for some tine 
wash the surface thoroughly with 
soap and water and the marble wi 1 
look like new. Iron stains, which 
occasionally occur, can be taken oat 
by dampening the marks with lemon 
juice or oil of vitriol, or else with 
oxalic acid diluted with spirits of 
wine, and after being left on for some 
time the spots should be rubbed with 
old linen.

SAVED BY HIS SLAVE. 


A DESPERATE FIOHT IN WHICH CEN- 


TAUR WON- HIS FREEDOM.

"Life on tho river now in not what it 


waa GO yearn ago," iaid Captain Buff, 
an old time ri?er rover yaatorduy. "la 
thoao days we bad great olataoles to nav- 
igiitlon to oveicoruo. beaitle* frequently 
•noonntertng aosne of tbe moat desperate 
mtlaw* known tooriminul history, who 
made tbe river a resort and lived by rob- 
bery and mntder. They bad no regard 
for life if it iiiteiferedjn their obtnin- 
lug the property they coveted. 


"The leader of case of these gangs was 


known as Captain Colbert, who. had hia 
haunts along Uio shores of the Mia8i»aip- 
pi, where, in secluded places, be and 
his men would secrete tbemeijlves and 
await on opportunity to attack and plun- 
der- trading bouts or prodnca barges as- 
cending or descending the river. 


"In 
1824 Mr. Beaosel, a wealthy 


trader of New Orleans, loaded a small 
boat with valuable goods and started 
for St. Lonis. Three slaves and himxelf 
constitnted the entire crew of this trad- 
ing palace. One of the negroes was an 
ebony hned Hercules of superior intelli- 
gence and considerable onuuing, .called 
by bis master Centaur because .of his 
prodigious strength and giant propor- 
tions. As the boat was passing a deso- 
late point on til t> shore thFrobbers pusli-~ 
ed out from tbe shaded banks in their 
swift canoes, aud surrounding the boat 
with a flourish of firearms forced the 
Frenchman to tmrrcnder witbonfc a strug- 
gle. 
Binding tbe liinbs of the owner, 


they locked him in tbe cabin and pro- 
ceeded to possess themselves of the rich 
booty tbe boat contained. Centaur ex- 
pressed the greatest delight at the suc- 
cess of the robbers and declared he was 
glad they had made his master a pris- 
oner, for now bo would bo freed from 
him and would love to serve and wait 
upon the daring freebooters. Ht: wouhl 
dance and sing with the greatest appar- 
ent glee, and by hit antics pleased his 
captors, who ordered him to prepare an 
elegant supper from tbe bountiful sup- 
plies on the boat 


"The uegro wna an olegant cook, and 


persuading them to release one of the 
other slaves to asaist him in preparing 
the meal he spread a table of delicious 
viands and tempting liquors that Bur- 
passed anything tho robbers had onjoyed 
for many dnys. His ruady acquiescence 
to all demands and his intelligence in 
anticipating their every want won their 
confidence, aud tbe chief declared lie 
would prove a very desirable addition 
to their numbers. 
While the robbers 


were enjoying themselves at tho tablu 
the negro conceived a plan to recapture 
the boat and release his master. 
Com- 


municating his intentions to tho slave 
wfro bad been detailed to assist him, ho 
directed thafullowwJmt part ho desired 
him to perform when tho time for ac- 
tion should arrive. .After feasting and 
drinking to their fullest (satisfaction tho 
half drunken robbers assembled on tho 
deck to disauss what wua tho btistconrso 
to parnne in disposing of their prisoner 
aud where to Imid with their booty. 


"Centaur, being allowed perfect free- 


dom, nianagDd to consult with his mas- 
ter aud impart to him bis plans. Tho 
helpless trader, fearing that the robbers 
contemplated taking bis life, urged bis 
faithful slave to make a desperate effort 
to accomplish his purpose and prom- 
ised him a rich reward if he succeeded 
in effecting his release. The robbers 
were eight in number and roamed in 
drunken hilarity about tho bout. The 
river wan rough, and tho durkuem that 
ensued made it difficr.lt for thehDgrocs 
who were navigating the heavily laden 
boat to reach the point the pirateu were 
anxious to land at. Five of the gang 
bad collected about the bow of the boat 
and were discussing the slow progress 
tboy were making toward their destina- 
tion, when Centaur gave the signal 
agreed apon to his comrade, and imme- 
diately springing into the middle of the 
assembled rot bers seized the leader in 
his arms and «iftiug him above his head 
hurled the surprised fellow overboard, 
far out into tho swift, dark river. With 
wonderful 
strength 
and 
surprising 


speed he caught up three more of tho 
robbers and had tossed them overboard 
into the splashing water before their 
startled companions had realized what 
bad baippeued. The other two negroes, 
upon receiving the preconcerted signal, 
had struck down two of the robbers with 
a heavy oar before they could offer re- 
sistance, and Centaur, grabbing up a 
pistol that had fallen on the deck from 
the hand of one of his victims, rushed 
at the two remaining robbers on board, 
aud, shooting one, the other leaped into 
tho river to escape tho fury of this col- 
ored Goliath. 


"Tossing the bodies of the three 


wonnded robbers overboard, the heroic 
negro beat back into tbe river with an 
oar several others who were clinging 
to portions of the boat and attempting 
to climb back on board. 
Almost help- 


s from 
liquor, the half drunken 


wretches were tinable to swim in the 
chilling waters, and every one of them 
miserably perished. Mr. Beauseiwas re- 
leased by his victorious slaves and pro- 
ceeded on his way rejoicing; but, after 
•tiling out his cargo nnd disposing of 
bit boat, he abandoned river trading and 
eettlnd down on a plantation in Louisi- 
ana. 
He gave Centaur his freedom for 


the valuable servioes rendered in rescu- 
ing him from the robbers, bn I; tho brave 
negro would not: leave his muster and 
remained with him as overseer of his 
plantation."—Cincinnati Enquirer.
